The ambitious plan still is in- the explora- 
tory stage but events are moving swiftly. 
Officials of the Congress of Industrial Or- 
ganizations and the American Federation of 
Labor will hold informal talks on the sub- 
ject with representatives of the powerful 
British Trade Union Congress when the 
British labor leaders arrive here next month 
in connection with the European Recovery 
Program. It is expected that the 
aims of the projected new world organiza- 
tion. of unionists: will make no specific men- 
tion of Communism as an.ideology, since it 
will not be merely an anti-Communist in- 
struments.

AIS is the season of Lin-

episode took place in mid-July, 
1864, when the Confederate 
raider, Gen. Jubal A. Early, ap- 
proached with his troops to the 
outskirts of Washington. The 
national capital was greatly ex- 
ercised by the danger and Lin- 
coln went out to Fort Stevens to 
see the situation first hand. 

Tite President was so con- 
cerned that he returned the 
next day. Letters of soldiers 
and other accounts make it plain 
that he exposed himself to enemy 
fire both days and that he was 
almost reckless in his disregard 
for his own safety. One soldier, 
on the night of July 14, wrote 
his “loving wife’’ as follows: 


“There was a large force of 
Johnny Rebs in a house in front 
of the fort and a sharpshooter 
got up on top and thought he 
would kill somé of our men on 
the parapets. Old Abe and his 
doctor was standing up .on the 
parapets and the sharpshooter 


shot the doctor through the left 


thigh and Old Abe ordered our 
men to fall back. When our men 
fell back far enough, the cannon 
in the fort opened on them and 
fired the house, till they was in 
full retreat.” 

Other accc’nts report that 
Gen. Horatio Wright ordered 
Lincoln from the parapet and 
that a young officer by the name
